The education committee must abide by the budgetary regulation for class 
size and numbers, with no exceptions* if it receives funding from the Hew 
Jersey Committee for the Humanities. Another series will be presented in 
1985. 


"History Came Alive" the children’s enrichment project for local sohools 
K-12 has begun with the very popular "Harvest Time" field trip to Greenfield 
Hall. Five other topics offered this year are: "Map Study", "Postal Cards of 
Main Street", "The Coopers Craft", "Nursery Tales" and "Toys". This program 
is offered to all Haddonfield schools, Haddonfield Friends School and 
Christ the King. As of mid October docents of the Society have been invited 
into classrooms of the elementary, middle and high school levels. 

The committee members have given generously of their time for Haddonfield 's 
young people and are proudly representing the Society in the community. This 
project is funded in part by the New Jersey Historical Commission.

FROM THE NOTES OF GERTRUDE HESS 


The year following the very successful celebration of the 200th anniversary 
of the founding of Haddonfield in 1913, at the request of Mrs. Ephraim T. Gill, 
James Lane Pennypacker and Samuel N. Rhoads, a meeting was held to consider the 
feasibility of organizing an Historical Society. On November 24, 1914 a consti- 
tution was adopted, officers and directors were elected, and the Historical So- 
ciety of Haddonfield came into being. Among the provisions of that constitution 
was the establishment and maintenance of an historical library taking as its 
scope the history of the Borough of Haddonfield, the County of Camden and the 
State of New Jersey which would embrace the study and collection of data on 
individuals, organizations, events, etc. 

The Society’s first home was the Library and Historical Building now the 
Public Library. In June 1937 the Society purchased the little three-story brick 
house at 231 King’s Highway East where it remained for over 20 years. It was in 
that building that I first became acquainted with the Society. ..hile the library 
was supposedly quartered in one or two rooms on the second floor, increasing 
accessions soon filled these to over-flowing and as a consequence library 
materials were placed wherever space could be found which made access to these 
rather haphazard. 



Shat a joy it was to move into gracious, spacious Greenfield Kail in 
1960 where the library was housed, as it is toda„ , in the 18th century 
section of the house with the upper floor devoted entirely to stack space. 

But alas again twenty years later we are again bursting at the seamsj So much 
for history. 

The library is comprised of books, pamphlets, manuscripts, maps, prints, 
newspapers and during the last TO or 15 years has added those 20th century 
inventions of tape recordings and micro-films. I won r t bore you with too 
many figures, but to give you some esti.oate of size we have about 2,500 
volumes, 600 plus pamphlets and several thousand manuscripts and miscellany. 

The major portions of the holdings have now been catalogued, but I 
wonder sometimes whether we will ever reach our goal of 100$, The library 
is open on luesdays and Thursdays, 2:00 - 4:30 PM, September - June and 
by special appointment. Anyone may use the library - non-member as well as 
member. There is no fee. tfe have a petty cash account of .$26 .00, from the 
Society's funds, used for incidentals such as paste, cards, mounting sheets 
for prints, tfhile most accessions are gifts an occasional modem title 
pertaining specifically to our policy is purchased. These are bought from 
the Book Committee fund with the approval of that Committee. 

From the beginning the library has been maintained by volunteers far 
too numerous to mention by name but without whose devotion and expenditure 
of time and effort there would be a collection of books, etc., but no 
library service. This team of library workers has been augumented during 
the more recent years by a program of hostesses who conduct tours through 
the building on the days Greenfield Hall is open.
